&ctaining of that which was neccſlary for them, from them? will not the Lord

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Howl you proud ones, who are exalted in your own ſtrength; the day is com- 
ing, yea and near at hand, wherein the Lord will ſtrip you of your pride, and 
rake away your glory, and ſhame and confuſion ſhall cover you, ye that beau- 
rige the ouiſide, and deck your ſelves with dainty colours , and new invented 
a Mions, that men may admire your beauty, and honor you for your gay clo- 
thing; dreadtul and teirible will the day of the Lord be to you; bow beautiful 
will you be when the jaſt judge (hall appear? And know you careleſs ones, who

voked the Lord to anger, and have rebelled againſt the holy one ot Iſtaclʒ re- 
member your Creator in the dayes of your youth, aud ſpend not your time in 
vanity; take heed unto that which checks you in ſecret when you do that which 
is contraty to God; minding i, his will lead you out of the wayes of the wick - 
ed, and you will come to ſee wherein your torefathers rurn:d aſide from the 
counſel of the Lord, and have deſpiſed the love of God, aud have crucified the 
Lord of Life; hearkni ig unto that which checks and re; roves tor ſwearing and 
lying, ſcoffing and ſcorning, and ſpeaking evil of the things you know nor;you 
will come to ſee that which leads out of it and leads into the way of God; and 
that thoſe who are out of the way of God, have no right tothe Promiles that 
are made to the r;ghreous; and look not at thoſe that are elder then you as ex- 
amples to do wickedly, but wh: re in chat which is unclean and contrary to God 
is diſcovercd and maniteſted unto you, forſake it, leaſt you walking in the pathes 
of the wicked, and forſaking the way of the juſt, with the wicked be condemn · 
ed; do nat do wickedly becauſe your Elders do ſo; but in the time of your youth 
ſeek after the Lord, that you may be hid when he ſhall tent in pieces and de- 
ſiroy thoſe that deſpiſe his commands, and will none of his reproofs; though 

you be young, yet is there ſqmerhing that teſtiſies againſ fin in you, v e doth 
condemn you when you act that which is unjuſt , and do to others that which 

you would not be done to your ſelves; living and abiding in this, you ſhall be 

examples to thoſe that be old; and keeping to that which is juſt, in moderation 
and ſobriety, you shall exceed thoſe who have lived many yeers, and have ſpent 

their time in vanity; better is it to forſake the vanity / and pleaſures of your 

th, then ſpending your time in yanity , to come to repent when it is too 

te. 

O be not vain in your mings, nelther be exalced in that which will not ſrand, 
but ſeek after the Lord, that n his will you may come to delight, and in his pre- 
ſence you may come to rejoice, 

And you whoſe Parents are great in the Eatth, and do ſcek to make you great 
inthe Earth alſo, take heed to your ſelves, ſeek not the pleaſures of this world, 
for they will indure bur for a time: I have ſeen the pleaſures of this world, and 
I know What it is to rejoice in the world, and what it is to delight in vanity, and 
have ſeen the end of all this, That it is but vanity, and folly, and madneſs; lo- 
if one ſhould enjoy What heart can defice , yet an end of that would come, 

and a time when that joy ſhall be left X when the beauty of carchly things — 
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fade away; then will ſorrow and trouble * hold of all thoſe chat delight in 
carthlyrhings, and have not delighted in the Lord. I have delighted in vanity, 
and ſet my heart upon folly ; but bleſſed be the Lord I have forſaken it, and now do 
hnow 1 have a reward, though not in the earth, yet in that which will eadure for ever, 
if I bad lived in pleaſure, and ſpent my time therein, wo would have been the end of 
my pleaſures , and lamentation the end of my delight; but now is my joy in the denial 
of that which formerly I delighted ia, aud peace, and joy and delight 1 finde in forſa- 
hing that which formerly 1 lived in, which naturally all youth do eagerhj deſire after: 
And ſol defire , That in the ſame iu which I live , ye alſo who are young may come to 
{:ve,tbat ſo no longer you may delight in the earth and earthly things, but ſech after the 
Lord aud the th:ngs that belong to your peacc; ſeił not after riches ia the earth, for 
riches make them wings and flye away; but lay up treaſures in heaven, which will xe- 
wv. x decay: Seck not cf. cr (he boi or of the world, for that honor muſt be laid in the 2 
but ſeck bat honor which is of God, which will endure ſor ever. Glory not in any thing 
which is below, for the Lord is coming to ſtain the glory of all fi ſu but ſeek ye the glory 
of God: Dclight not your ſelves in youthful pleaſures , but delight in walking in that 
dvb. ch will lead you to uprightneſs aud a godly converſation if you wa'k in iiʒ this will 
ſhew yon what is contra to God, and will ead you to Ged who are faithful to it; but 
will be your eternal condemnation who de ſpiſe it. 

And all you Enemies of God, who have made yonr bands ſtrong in wicked- 
neſs, who have made a Covenant with Hell and Death; who becauſe the Judg⸗ 
ments ef the Loid are not ſpcedily executed have ſer your hearts todo wicked- 
neſſe; wo is me for you, ye hard-hearred ones, who have not hearkned to the 
Lord, but have been as deaf Adders,which have not heard, though the charmer 
charmed never ſo wiſely; you have made a mock of the Servants of the Lord, 
and have deſpiſed thoſe that have been ſent unto you; but have rejoyced in 
your own corrupt Teachers , whom ye have heaped up accord ing to your own 
ungodly luſts; your Teachers will not Rand in the day of rhe Lord, for they are 
ins ſteps ot the falſe Prophets which the Lord ever ſent his Prophets to cry 
2gainſt y they arc greedy dumb dogs, who lye down and love to ſlumber , who 
make a prey upon the people , their deſires are after the Earth, they ſeek the 
fleece, and nat the good of the flock ; they are ſuch as go in the way of Cain, 
and cheir defites after the earth are large; long have they been teaching among 
you, and are you not ſtil] as wicked as ever you were ? They are not ſent of the 
Lord, therefore ſha!l they nor pre fic the people at all; though they be drunk- 
ards and live in filthineſs, yet will you hold chem the Lord abhors ſuch Tea- 
chers, for they ſttengthen you in your wickedneſs by crying peace unto you when 


ſtruct ion is neet at hand; and when theſe Teachers are made manifeſt unto 


yuu by the children of the Light, and they ate moved in love to your ſouls to

O chat you would conſider and forſake 
your wicked actions, that ſo in ihe day of the Lords wrath you may be bid; for 
trulygreat is the abominations wherewith you have provoked the Lord to 
anger: Le have multiplied your iniquitics beyond many Nations; you have 
gone beyond the heat hen, who have not heard of God; in your wicked curſed 
linful practiſes have you provoked the holy One of Iirael; the heathen ſeeing 
your abominations which have dwelt among you, looking at you as to have 
niore Knowledge, have committee t qc like filthine(s as you have done, and you 
have been to them as patterns and examples of icke dne: The Lords contio- 
verſie is great with you. 

O ye Inhabitants of Earbadoes, you have excceded the fins of Sodom, the a- 
bominations cf the Heathen are found among you, and think you toeſcape 
the fury of the Lord if you ſtill go on in wickedne ? O no; do not deceive 
your ſelves, for of the righteous Judge of Heaven and Earth , who will noc 
condemn the righteous, nor ac quit the wicked, ſhall you receive a juſt reward, 
even according to your abominations, O configer betunes! be not as the horſe 
and mule,who are without underſtanding; let the love of God, and the patience

deſpiſed the couniel of thc Lord, and have delighted in iniquity above mez- 
ſure , that hath been declared among you {© ye Inhabitants ot Baibodoes ) 
which was not declared in Sodom nor Gomorial;, forit it had, it would not have 
been teſiſted, as it hath been among you, 

Tre mblc before the Lord you wicked ones; tremble before the Lord you op · 
preſlors of the poor; ttemble before the Lord ye Enemies of goodneſs , whole 
delight is in doing wickedne (s, and in acting that which is contrary to God: 
Ye perſecucors, ye peiſecuie Chriſt; for your enmity is not againſt the nga, 

ug 
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but againſt the {x iric by which the creature is guiced; andbecauſe you cannot 
reach that {for it is out of your reach) you ſcek by all means you canto caſt 
lyes and falſe accuſations upon the creature , and if ir lay in your power you 
ſeek to deſtroy it; but bleſſed be rhe Lord, who is the preſerver of thoſe that 
tr uſt in him, that keeps thoſe that ſerve him, for he it is that preſerveth us out 
of the hands of unrcaſonable men: Remember the portion of thoſe that ſaw 
Chriſt naked, and clothed him notʒſa him hungry, and fed him nor; a ſtran- 

r, and took him not in; and in r ſon , and viſited him nor; their porticn was 
Feit, prepared for the devil and his angels; and think you to fare b. t et then 
them who live inthe ſame wicked practices? and you do exceed them; for they 
were to depart into hell becauſe they did not ſhew kindneſs unto Chriſt ; but 

cu ſhew him all the unkindneſs that lieth in your power; you will not only 

cep from viſiting him in priſon, but you will ſcek ro eaſt him into priſon; you 
do not only ſee him a ſtranger, and not take h im in, bur you will (he being a 
ſtranger) caſt reproaches and falſe repoꝛts upon him, that none may take him 
in: O that you were tender to conſider of your ungodly practices, and ſeek for 
remedy while it may be had, for truly the day will come when it will be too late 
to repent: Shut not your eyes againſc the Light, ſtop nor your eas againſt the 
voicc of E quity, for it you do, the time ſhall come when you ſhall cry and 
mall nor be heard. 

Wo is me for you, ye are a ſortish children, a people that delight in rioting 
and uncleanneſs; how often would the Lord have gathered you, but ye would 
not ? Darkneſs hath been your delight, to keep company with whores have 
you rejoyced in; your love is gone after hatlots, there is no love in you towards 
the Lord; from the higheſt to the loweſt is covctouſaeſs loved, yea pride and 
oppreſlion is delighted in; and by your wicked practices ate the hearts of the 
Fightcous made ſad; the proud man among you is accounted bleſſed: Will ye 
not yer conſider, O ye people? How long will ye delight in vanity, andrejoyce 
in ſerting your ſelves ata inſt the Lord; Ye cannot proſper in your way, your de- 
fires are to do lewdneſs; withedneſs and unrighteouſneſ do ye delight in; but Juſtice 
and uprigbtneſſe, purity and holincſ is made a laughing-ſtock among you ; the ſimple- 
hearted ye deride as a fool ; be that departs ſrom iniquity ye look at as if ſome ſtran ge 
thing had happened unto him; blood is found in the midſt of you , yea, the blood of the 
innocent, which eryes in the ears of the Lord; and be is riſen in much indignation 4 
oy the ungodly : VVherefore nom take heed to your ſelves, for you cannot e from 

is preſence, you cannot hide your ſelves from hu all-ſceing eye; ye who fight againſt the 
Lord ſhall be deſtroyed; you have not on reſiſted max, but ye have veſiſted the Lord of 
life; your hearts are made fat, ou live at eaſe inthe fl ſh; but a day of ſorrow, a day of 
oe and miſery will ſpeedily come upon you; ye earth minded ones, who account gain 
godlineſs, who glory in that which is your ſhame, who are feeding y ur ſelues apainſt the 
dayof ſlaugh:er; wo is me for your wilfulncſs , you are a people who drink iniquity a;

Clare to you in plainneſs of ſpeech , for I cannot flatter you in your wickedneſs as your 
Teachers have done for many yeers; but in plainneſs of ſpeech do I declare againſt you;

threataed Eli jah becauſe he was xc alous ſor the Lord of Hoſts, and ſlew the Prieſts of 
Laal, 1 King. 19.2. Ahab cauſed Miea jah to be put in Priſonb.cauſe be witneſſed a- 
gainſt the falſe Prophets, and declaved the truth as he had recci ved it, 1 King. 22. Ic- 
remiah was pig into the Dung eon becauſe be declared the word of the Lord ſaitMuly, 
Jer.38.1,tothe 7. Jeſus Chriſt who wasthe dear Son of God, when he way manife+ 
ſled in the fleſh, was cruc fied by the powers of, the earth becauſe be ſpoke the truth; and 
Barabbas, j who war a mu, derer, was let gry 15 30 may read in the Scriptures: And 
by the Light 1 ſee the ſame ruling now as was then, that a drunkard may come to a houſe 
of V Yo: ſbip, and ſtay there quictly; but if one come to witneſs againſt the deceit there 
committed, and ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places, be is ſtraigbtway taken bold on as 
vil doer; are not you who li ve in their practices oppoſers if Chriſt ſo well as thoſe 
n bich Chriſt ſpoke ef, who ſhould bale them out f the Synagogues, and bring them be- 
fore Riders ſor bu nams ſake ? are ye not Enemies of God, ye who perſecute and impri- 
ſon thoſe who come among you to declare againſt your falſe wayes ? are jon not in the 
ſame wayes as the Rulers and People were whe perſecuted Step 1en to death, and ſlew 
James, and impriſoned Peter, Silas and Paul for witnejng againſt their falſe 
wayes and wor ſhips? and truly it is ſo come to paß in this generation, that though he be 
a drunkard that is ſet up tobe a Teacher, or a vain perſon, or a har, or a prophane one, 
ot if any come to declare againſt his filthiae in obedience to the Lord, they are taken 
d of as evil-doers ; but the day 1s coming wherein the ſecrets of al hearts ſhall be 
made manifeſt, and you who areſct to doquſtice ſhall be called to an account, for tle 
power where with ye have been intruſtedʒ remember the portion th: t the Lord will g ce 
ta the evil Servant when he comes, who cats and diinks with the drunken; He wil 
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rut hi aſſunde/, and will give him his Bw with the bypoerites; there ſhall be weep 
ing and wailing, aud gnaſping of teeth; be not exalted in your own ſtrength, and make 
dot your own walls jour Law; but ſee that the righteous Law of God be «xalted, which 
reſpectech no mans perſon, but doth juſtly towards all, and doth take hold on the evil 
foer, whether he be rich or poor, high or low, for he that reſpefts perſons commits ſinne, 
and is convincedof the Law as a tranſgreſſor, and is for judgement. Now you who 
are Rulers, I charge yon in the preſence of the living God, That to the Law of God in 
Jour conſeiencts you take heed, which doth judge the King and the Beegar;the Ruler, and 
be that is ruled, ſor doing that which is contrary to Truth and Juſtice;by il it if you are 
ruled, you rule for God; and he that is not obedient to you, is an evil doery and the ſword 
of the Lord is againſt him, and he is condemned by the Light;but if you forſake the Law 
off God, then pride aud oppreſſion is exalted, and the righteous ate not regarded, but bw 
that departs from iniquity is made a prey upon. | 
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
